Attorney General Mike Dewine Defends Religious Freedom in Hobby Lobby Case 


In late March, the Supreme Court of the United States heard oral argument in the 
religious liberty cases, Hobby Lobby Stores Inc. v. Sebelius and Conestoga Wood 
Specialties v. Sebelius. Pro-life Attorney General DeWine and the attorney general of 
Michigan coauthored a brief, filing on behalf of family-owned businesses that 
claim they should not have to provide health care coverage that includes abortion- 
inducing drugs under the health care mandate. Attorney General DeWine noted 
that the controversial case “is really about religious liberty” and abortion.
